tion, or alleged determination, of the Board refus 
pe to grant, and also for a writ of mandamus 
irecting the Board of Trade to grant a certificate 
or order. pursuant to Section 107, SubSection 4 of 
the National Jneurance Act, 1911, exempting from 
he provisions of Part 2 of the Act (which relates 
unemployment benefit and the liability to pay 
contributions therefor) ten persons who are per- 
manent tradesmen assistants of the Mas®er of the 
Workhouse on the permanent staff of the Guardians. 
The application was supported by an affidavit made 
by Mr. John P. Condon, Clerk of tbe Union, in 
which he set out that these particular men occupied 
a position equal to and in many frespects much 
superior as regarded permanency and security of 
employment and claim to pension to that of any 
person in the permanent service of (the Crown.

Lord Wimborne’s Evidence. 


The appeal of Robert Browning's 
greatest poem is produced by the telling 
of a single story through the lips of many 
characters. Every witness gives his own 
impression of it, and the dramatic 
effect accumulates to a most moving in- 
tensity. In this very way the tragedy of 
Mr. Birrell’s régime at Dublin Castle is 
being unfolded before a Royal Commission 
in London. We thought that we had 
grasped the whole sorry business of the 
Dublin rebellion when we had read Mr. 
Birrell’s own evidence and that of Sir 
Matthew Nathan. Many new touches were 
added yesterday, however, by the evidence 
of Viscount Midleton and the Lord Licu- 
tenant: some of them shook even the calm 
Commissioners into open-mouthed astonish- 
ment. At the outset we had a revelation 
of Mr. Birrell’s utter indifference to facts. 
We said last week that the only part of 
his evidence which carried the slightest 
weight was his statement that on March 
20th he had asked the War Office for 
soldiers, in view—as his words conveyed 
clearly—of the serious situation in this 
country. We learn now from Earl 
Kitchener that the soldiers were demanded 
“purely in relation to the state of recruit- 
ing in Imland.” Confronted with this 
flat contradiction on a point of vital im- 
portance, Mr. Birrell merely smiles, and 
“quite agrees” that Lord Kitchener’s 
version is correct. Mr. Birrell’s Aubris 
is developed, like the theme of an Attic 
tragedy, in th? evidence of Lord Midleton 
and Lord Wimborne. The country is 
deeply indebted to Lord Midleton, 
although all his efforts were broken on 
the rock of non-intervention. Since 
the end of 1914 he did everything that 
mortal man could do to arouse the Govern- 
ment and the country to the growing 
danger. - He had many interviews with 
Mr. Birrell; he implored Lord Wimborne 
and Sir Matthew Nathan to take action 
against the Sinn Fein conspiracy; he 
warned the country from his place in the 
House of Lords. Nothing was dona 
because Mr. Birrell was. in full charge at 
Dublin Castle and the Cabinet's mind was 
concentrated on the war in Europe. Mr. 
Birrell continued to. “laugh at the whole 
thing’ even after Sir Matthew Nathan 
had begun to realise that the Sinn Fein 
menace was desperately serious and was 
coming rapidly to a head.

the late Irish Executive. Lord Wimborne 
was slow in p2alising the danger. He 
admits that it was not until the end of 
February in the present year that he 
began to be seriously alarmed. Then he 
did his best. He urged his fears upon 
Mr. Birrell and Sir Matthew Nathan. He 
pointed out that the garrison in Ireland 
was lamentably weak, and ought to be re-. 
inforced without delay. He asked for the 
immediate internment or deportation of 
the chief conspirators. As the moment 
of the explosion approached Lord Wim- 
borne’s fears increased. On the Saturday 
before Easter Monday he was appealing 
urgently for action, and was still appeal- 
ing in vain. Of course, Lord Wimborne 
made a very grave mistake. When he 
realised definitely how Mr. Birrell’s in- 
action must end, he ought to have resigned 
his office, and to have made in the House 
of Lords such a statement as he made 
yesterday before the Royal Commission. 
It would have shocked the country. A 
division or two divisions of troops would 
have been hurried to Ireland, and we 
should have been spared the shame and 
loss of tha insurrection. Lord Wimborne’'s 
evidence, however, has a present value. 
It puts the responsibility. for the recent 
misgovernment of Ireland fully and 
squarely on Mr. Birrell’s shoulders. Mr. 
Birrell not only refused to act; he 
paralysed action in all whom he controlled. 
He reduced the administration of Ireland 
to a degrading farce from bottom to top. 
The normal activities of the police were 
discouraged by the victimisation of Sir 
John Ross and Mr. Harrel. The Lord 
Lieutenant became a mere puppet. Lord 
Wimborne tells us that he was never con 
sulted, that confidential information was 
withheld from him, and that he had to 
get his Irish war news, like ordinary 
from the newspapers. There 
co-operation between the civil 

military authorities. The 
whole story is a new illustration 
of the fact that a weak man 
charged with high responsibility can do 
even more mischief than a wicked man. 
Lord Wimborne’s evidence comes on the 
eve of the announcement of Mr. Asquith’s 
intentions for the reconstitution of Irish 
government. We shall be told that it 
clinches all the arguments against goyern- 
ment from Dublin Castle. Any such in- 
ference will be far too sweeping. It is 
not a vital matter that Dublin Castle 
should go’; the vital matter is that the con- 
trol of Irish affairs should be put in the 
hands of strong and experienced men. Mr. 
Birrell’s régime was a personal, not a con- 
stitutional, tragedy. The country, angry 
and sick at heart, demands a firm and 
efficient administration. It claims that 
long-delayed blessing as a right—not as 
the possible result of some new constitu- 
tional experiment, but as a condition pre- 
cedent to it.

On the Tigris. 


In three of the five principal] theatres of 
war tha campaign of 1916 has now dis- 
covered operations on the grand scale. On 
the western front the German effort 
against Verdun has been resumed during 
the last few days ; it is apparently repeat- 
ing the process—now norm”! in these re 
current attempts—of some initial success, 
of inability to develop or even to main- 
tain that success, and of final exhaustion. 
On the Italian front the Austrians, as we 
pointed out on Saturday, are reproducing 
in the Trentino, with singular fidelity and 
particularity, the history of their Ally’s 
effort against Verdun. The present phase 
of their offensive is exactly comparable 
with that early period of the Verdun opera- 
tions which saw the retreat of the French 
before they, came to rest on their chosen 
line of resistance. In Eastern Turkey the 
Russian and British operations are now 
merged in a single offensive campaign, 
which is developing at great speed and 
with signal success. Only the Russian 
‘front in Europe and the Balkan 
front remain, for the moment, quiescent. 
Of the three active campaigns so far in 
progress, the campaign in Asiatic Turkey 
is at once the most interesting and the 
most important. It is the most interest- 


ing’ because, while on the French and 
Italian fronts the conditions of trench war- 
fare persist, and progress on either side 
is measured by yards, in this theatre field 
operations are practicable, mobility and 
freedom of manceuvre are unrestricted, 
and the advance proceeds by stages to be 
measured in miles. It is the most im- 
portant because in this theatre alone can 
we look for an issue which may properly 
be called decisive. While the Allies in 
Europe submit to the defensive réle, and 
content themselves with blocking and 
wasting the enemy s efforts against their 
entrenched lines, no decision can emerge. 
In France the German bludgeoning before 
Verdun has long since lost any strategical 
significance. Against Italy the Austrians, 
even if they should succeed, as it is not at 
all likely that they will succeed, in break- 
ing through into Lombardy and Venetia, 
are not in a position to press their success 
to the point of rendering Italy impotent 
for further action. The operations against 
Turkey contain, however, the promise of a 
not remote conclusion which may have the 
effect of totally disarming one member of 
the hostile confederacy. 

One sentence in the. communiqués from 
Sir Percy Lake issued during the past two 
days supplies the key to the new situation 
in Turkey's eastern Asiatic dominions. 
It announced that “a force of Russian 
cavalry has joined General Gorringe (below 
Kut-el-Amara) after a bold and adven- 
turous ride.” This force has presumably 
been detached from the rear of General 
Baratoff's column advancing from Persia 
by the MKermanshah-Bagdad caravan 
route and now within a hundred miles of 
Bagdad, and has made its way through 
hostile Kurdish tribesmen across the 
Persian hills to the plain of the Tigris. 
Yor this purpose it must have made a 
détowr of nearly two hundred miles. 
While .General Gorringe failed in 
his purpose of relieving General 
Townshend, his efforts to that end suc- 
ceeded in pinning the Turkish Army of 
Mesopotamia upon the Tigris below Kut- 
el-Amara. Meanwhile the Russians, 
continuing without intermission that 
main effort south-west from Armenia 
into Anatolia which must ultimately 
sever the Turkish communications ria 
the Bagdad Railway and the Tigris, 
have delivered sudd-n strokes against 
those communications at points further 
from the Turkish bases—points, .there- 
fore, where they will be more imme- 
diately effective. - In addition to General 
Baratoff's column striking directly at 
Bagdad, another column has debouched 
from the Persian hills within eighty miles 
of Mosul, a hundred and fifty miles further 
up the Tigris, and a third has appeared

Lord Midleton warned the 
Prime Minister and Sir John Simon about 
the permeation of German influences. In 
fact, Lord Midleton seems to have done 
everything that a man could do to warn 
the authprities that they were seated on a 
voleano,| After Lord Midleton had read 
his statement very few questions were ad- 
dressed to him by the Commission in 
public, and the room was cleared in order 
that he might give in private the names 
of the gentlemen of high standing forming 
the Dublin Committee to inquire into the 
Sinn Fein movement. 

After the luncheon interval Lord Wim- 
borne teok the witness chair. He, like 
other witnesses, had prepared a long state 
ment which he read. At the opening the 
Lord Lieutenant made it perfectly clear 
that he had not been content to be the 
cypher that other Lord Lieutenants may 
have been under a Liberal régime. He 
indicated that the representative of the 
Sovereign had been deprived of all power 
except the exercise of the prerogative of 
mercy. His information he had to get 
from the Press: none was supplied him 
from official sources until he had made 
representations, while reports were laid 
before him for his information only. The 
real ruler of Ireland was the representa- 
tive of Ireland in the Cabinet. 

Lord |Wimborne was emphatic in stating 
his opinion that the Irish garrison was 
quite inadequate, and had been so ever 
since the Irish Brigade went to the front. 
He told the Commission how, up to almost 
the very moment that the outbreak oc 
curred, he was urging the Executive to 
take artion and arrest the ringleaders. 
He wrote to the Chief Secretary a day or 
two before and asked him to “ ginger 
Nathan.” He asked Sir Matthew Nathan 
to strengthen the Castle guard, but Sir 
Matthew Nathan demurred, and nothing 
was done. Lord Wimborne pointed out 
that the Admiral at Queenstown knew all 
about Sir Roger Casement, but the Execu- 
tive did not—a situation considered ex- 
traordinary by the Commission and by 
Lord Wimborne himself. Sir David 
Harrel then took the chair for a few 
minutes before the Commission adjourned 
to meet in Dublin on Thursday. 

It was rather interesting to notice to 
day that, while the Commissioners and 
some of the witnesses pronounce the words 
Sinn Fein in the way generally used, both 
Lord Midleton and Lord Wimborne pro- 
nounced them as spelt. In addition to 
some eight or nine ladies, some military 
officers and a number of gentlemen, the 
attendance to-day included Mr. M. Flavin 
and Mr. Ian Malcolm. 

A number of Irish questions were put 
to the Prime Minister this afternoon, but 
he gave very little information. Inquiry 
was being made, or the question was post- 
poned.;. Mr. Ginnell had quite a field day, 
and was continually on his feet lecturing 
Ministers. Mr. Healy was somewhat 
bitter, for while a discussion was going on 
concerning the arrest of a Dublin doctor, 
he exclaimed: “ Take him out and shoot 
him.” Mr. Healy had a private notice 
question, addressed to the Prime Minister, 
which he was so anxious to put that he 
was up three times before his turn came.

After question time the House emptied 
rapidly.

MR. BIRRELL’S ATTITUDE. 

Mr. Birrell, he continued, said in that 
the Sinn Fein organisation and drilling 
to be laughed at, and need not be taken 
seriously.

MR, BIRRELL’S ADMISSION. 

He (Lord Midleton) saw the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland on December 2nd. 1915, when cer- 
tain Irish questions had arisen before the 
Retrenchment Committee, and then he said 
that Sir Matthew Nathan told him /that Ire- 
land was going down hill, that the Sinn 
Feiners were edging out Mr. Redmond, that 
the Sinn Fein Volunteers were doing much 
mischief, and that he regarded the whole 
position as requiring the most careful watch- 
ing. He also spoke strongly on Lord Par- 
moor’s clause in the Defence of the Realm 
Act. Sir Matthew Nathan was no less.con- 
vineed than the Chief Secretary that nothing 
should be done. On December 7th, 1915, he 
(Lord Midleton) went to Ireland in} order to 
confer with several author-ties in the South, 
and heard grave reports on the progress of 
the Volunteer movement and its effect on re- 
cruiting. He was unable to take the matter 
up again until some time after Christmas. 
Qn January 20th, 1916, he had á further 
interview with Mr. Birrell in London, and 
specifically called his attention to) speeches 
made by Father O'Flanagan on January 13th, 
which suggested that Ireland should become 
an independent country in alliance with Ger- 
many, and also to a circular on ‘‘ The Cork 
Volunteers to be backed up by armed Resist- 
ance.' He (witness) hoped that the authors 
of this circular would be called to; account, 
and protested against the circujar being 
allowed to be distributed. 

ATTITUDE OF NATIONALIST LEADERS. 

Mr. Birrell said he was aware of the feeling 
on the subject, and suggested that Lord 
Midleton should go over and se@ General 
Friend, which he was quite willing! to do if 
the Government intended to act in any way.

INTERVIEW WITH THE PRIME 
MINISTER. 

On January 26th, 1916, continued Lord 
Midleton, I had an interview with the Prime 
Minister by appointment. I bronght the 
matter before him. The Prime Minister asked 
me to draw up a memorandum, and he wnder- 
took to make a careful examination of the 
whole matter. I sent him subsequently the 
memorandum dated January 20th, which I 
now produce. It read as follows :— 

“I have the honour of bringing before you 
an account of the situation as it is in the 
South and West of Ireland. For some 
months past the Sinn Fein movement 
has gradually progressed “in those parts. 
The Irish Volunteers already number over 
2,000 in Cork, and the number is steadily 
increasing. I have specimens of many

MR. BIRRELL’S CONFIDENTIAL 
LETTER. 

On January 25 Mr. Birrell wrote him a 
confidential letter, which he had received per- 
mission to read, in which he said :— 

“I daresay I don’t take the same view as 
you would were you in my place, Loyalty 
in Ireland is of slow growth, and the 

uncongenial. The — plant 
grows slowly, Landlords, grand juries, 
loyalist magistrates, have all gone; yet 
the plant grows, though slowly.” 

The letter went on to say that hé was not 
surprised if Kerry, Cork, Galway, and ‘Clare 
were disloyal, and disaffected, and he was not 
surprised if he (Lord Midleton) was annoyed 
and disposed to cry out for fepressive 
measures, but strong measures, he felt, would 
only increase the mischief. 

Witness said he saw certain leaders of 
Irish opinion in Great Britain, and agreed 
with them that a committee should be asked 
to assemble in Dublin and send a report as 
quickly as possible as to the state of Ireland. 

SIR MATTHEW NATHAN’S POSITION. 

He subsequently attended a meeting on 
February 28th, at Queen Anne’s Gate, and 
was asked to bring Lord Barrymore, Presi- 
dent of the Irish Unionist Alliance, with him. 
Matters which had been discussed before were 
brought up at this meeting, and Sir Matthew 
Nathan pressed upon him that since their 
previous interview the movement in Ireland 
had been developing more seriously. He 
mentioned to witness the name of the chief con- 
spirators, who were known to thé Govern- 
ment, and especially showed him an article 
which Mr. Sheehy Skeffington had written 
in the January number of 7'he Century. Wit- 
ness felt so strongly that Sir Matthew had not 
the necessary power to deal with the move- 
ment that-he asked the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland whether he (Lord Midleton) could go 
over to Ireland and see him.

SIR MATTHEW NATHAN AND THE 

SINN FEIN MANIFESTO. 

On April 14th he went to Ireland, and had 
a further interview with Sir Matthew 
Nathan at Dublin Castle, and spe- 
cially brought to his notice the 
manifesto published by the Sinn Fen Volun- 
teers in the Dublin Express and the Cork 
Constitution. He discussed with Sir Matthew 
the genera! question of drilling and explosives, 
local newspapers, and the necessity for 
prompt action. Sir Matthew spoke strongly 
of the advice given by Mr. Dillon and Mr. 
Redmond; and “I protested,’’ said Lord 
Midleton, “ against, the Government in any 
way putting their responsibility on the 
shoulders of Mr, Dillon and Mr. Redmond.

“Under what power’’? asked Sir 
kenzie Chalmers. 

Witness said he suggested that they should 
take powers to deport. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—Deportation would 
not need a jury. : 

Witness said that in his interview with Sir 
Matthew Nathan he put to him this point: 
The Irishman is the worst man in the world 
to run away from, and in all possibility the 
inaction in dealing with the conspiracy has 
had the result that even Mr. Redmond is 
in danger of his life. Sir suatthew seemed to 
think that any activity in that direction would 
be rather against some of the officials. He 
was quite alive to the fact that he was deal- 
ing with desperate men. Witness aaded that 
he did not go to see General Friend on April 
14, as he felt that he was powerless to make 
any move; but he had a private conversation 
with him before the outbreak. 

THE INTERVIEW WITH THE 
LORD LIEUTENANT. 

In an interview with the Lord Lieutenant 
he was told of certain steps taken by the 
Government. ‘‘I gave nim the gravest warn- 
ing in my power, said Lord Mialeton, ' as 
to the probable results of inaction, and his 
lordship gave me the impression that he was 
much more concerned as to the position than 
he had been six weeks previously. I should 
like to tell the Commission that similar 


warnings had been given by responsible per- , 


sons to the Government.”’

Mr. Justice Shearman—Can you give us

IRELAND “‘ PERMEATED BY GERMAN 

INFLUENCE.” 

Lord Midleton then proceeded: Before 
going into private matters, may 1 ‘state that 
tiie effect of what I desire to put before this 
Commission is, that for eighteen months before 
the outbreak, many of us were enoeavouring 
to persuade the Government, notably Mr. 
Birrell, Sir John Simon, and the Prime 
Minister, that they were allowing Ireland to 
be permeated by German influence, which 
was extremely dangerous, and that their 
tolerance of seditious speech and writings was 
not only affecting recruiting, but was torcing 
into the disloyal ranks a number of men who 
felt that they hag to choose between the Sinn 
Feiners and the Army. ‘Tho drilling of these 
disloyal bodies of men was highly dangerous, 
and the attitude of inaction of the Irish Go- 
vernment was not only dangerous to Great 
Britain during war, but would be fatal to the 

ace of Ireland after the war, I was asked 

y Lord Lansdowne why 1 did not speak to 
other members of the Government, notably 
my own friends, continued Lord Midleton. 
In point of fact, on another matter, which I 
will detail presently, I did go to one of my 
own friends. We realised that the whole 
question of Ireland was, as far as affected the 
past political position, part of the suspension 
of hostilities, and it seemed highly important, 
if possible, to raise this national question with 
the members of the Government who were 
themselves responsible, who were not Unionist 
members, and to press for action on grounas 
which had nothing to do with past politics. 
Therefore, I addressed myself to the members 
of the Irish Government. 

In reply to the Chairman, witness said that 
the manifesto in the papers was the challenge 
of the Sinn Feiners to the Government for 
their action in- deporting two persons and 
suppressing one newspaper. .wey warned 
them what would happen if gny further action 
was taken. 

The Chairman—If the Government had 
power to deport two persons they could have 
deported them much earlier? 

Vitness—Yes. 


TRIALS THAT DID MORE HARM THAN 
GOOD. 


Mr. Justice Shearman—Andg many more? 

Witness replied “Yes,” and added that the 
trials which had taken place for seditious 
speeches and the possession of explosives aid 
more harm than good. Not only was the case 
of one man, Sweeny—fined ls. for seditious 
speeches—a complete failure of justice, but 
the Court allowed cheers for the Emperor— 
the German Emperor—cheerg which were not 
suppressed. In other cases great scandals 
had resulted from trials. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—Under the Coalition 
Government you had many friends in the 
Cabinet. All you wanted was to have order 
kept? Yes. 

Fou say you saw Mr. Birrell, Sir John 
Simon, cod Wimborne, and the Prime 
Minister. What was the difficulty of tellin 
them: '“I don’t want any constitutiona 
change or vexed question of politics, but I 
want order kept’’? 

Lord Midleton replied that he had applied 
to Lord Lansdowne, and it resulted in no 
action being taken. That having occurred in 
July, when he took up the question again in 
November he thought it better to act directly 
with the Ministers concerned. It was difh- 
cult to make it a Cabinet question. ‘‘ There 
was no division between me and my col- 
leagues,” witness added. “I had to ask 
them to intervene about several other im- 
portant questions.’’. 

THE DISARMAMENT PROBLEM. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—I don’t want to go 
into those matters. It must have occurred 
to you that if you suggested disarmament of 
these Volunteers the retort would be, “ Dis- 
arm the Ulster Volunteers.” Has not that 
been the crux of the situation always? 

Lord Midleton—That might have been said 
with regard to Mr. Redmond’s Volunteers, 
but hardly to Sinn Fein Volunteers. 1 
should oe have been much surprised 
if the Ulster Volunteers and Mr. Redmond’s 
Volunteers had not been ready to pile 
their arms for the period of the war. 

The Chairman—I think we have heard 
from another witness that no suggestion of 
the kind was made. ou know ef any? 

Lord Midleton—I don’t, But Mr. -

SUGGESTED SUPPRESSION OF THE 
VOLUNTEERS. 

You suggested the suppression of the Irish 
Volunteers ? did. 

What reasons were given you for saying 
it could not be entertained? Mr, Birrell, in 
my first interview, said it was out of the 
question, and thet to attempt to take arms 
away from the Volunteers would produce dis- 
order and shooting, and that that would 
divide the country; that would produce a 
bad effect in Germany, and make think 
that a sort of civil war was going on. He 
based himself on the highest national ground. 

The Commission then proceeded to examine 
Lord Midleton in private. 


LORD WIMBORNE’S 
STATEMENT. 


Lord Wimborne, Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, gave evidence after luncheon. In the 
course of a lengthy statement, he made a few 
preliminary remarks on the position of the 
Lord Lieutenant and the Irish Government, 
both in general and in icular. Although 
the Viceroy was nominally responsible and the 
prerogative of mercy still devolved upon him, 
yet, since the Chief Secretary for Lre had 
been in the Cabinet these powers had fallen 
upon the Chief Secretary. The doctrine of 
the Lord Lieutenant’s total irresponsibility 
was held by the late Chief Secretary. Very 
soon after assuming office he had reason to 


complain of this state of affairs, and ask for 


a clear definition of his position. He pointed 
out that he had to rely upon the Press for his 
information of current events, and it was not 
till March 17, 1916, that he was furnished 
with daily police reports. These were sup- 
plied for his information, and not with the 
view of obtaining his opinion. At this point 
Lord Wimborne said that Sir Matthew Nathan 
was perfectly frank, and, in view of the fact 
that he differed from him in regard to their 
relative positions and on matters of policy, he 
was never in any sense of the word disloyal, 
and he always had the greatest admiration for 
his whole-hearted devotion to the public ser- 
vice. 

Lord Wimborne next referred to a tour he 
made through Ireland soon after his appoint- 
ment, when he received the impression of 
loyalty everywhere. The Sinn Fein move- 
ment was belittled, derided. He fixed the in- 
troduction of Compulsion in England as the 
time at which their numbers began to in- 
crease steadily and their confidence developed. 


THE CHARGE AGAINST THE GOVERN: 
MENT. 

The charge which he understood would be 
brought against the Government would be 
one of supine blindness and irresolution in 
dealing with the seditious propaganda. Re- 
garding the military precautions, he stated 
that he had several conversations with General 
Friend, and questioned him as to his plans in 
case of trowbie, but he was thinking more of 
raids than internal disturbance. Ever since 
the departure of the Irish Division to the 
front he (Lord Wimborne) had been of opinion 
that the Irish garrison was inadequate. 

The President—When did they go? 

Lord Wimborne—At the end of the summer. 

Witness, proceeding, referred to a conference 
he had at the War Office with Lord Kitchener 
on December 13th, 1915, when he pressed for 
reinforcements, and strongly opposed the sug- 
getion that artillery should be withdrawn. 

The President—Was it all withdrawn? No. 
At that time artillery was very badly needed 
at the front, and Lord Kitchener was sur- 
prised to hear that we had some 18-pounders 


in Ireland. 
APPLICATION FOR A DIVISION OF 
TROOP 

Lord Wimborne continued, that on March 
23rd he pressed for a division of troops to be 
sent to Ireland. 

The Chairman—That was not to encourage 
recruiting? 

Witness—That was one object, but so long 
as troops were obtained I did not care about 
the plea on which they were obtained. The 
reply of the War Office was, that if troops 
were sent it would involve a delay of a whole 
fortnight in sending troops to the front. He 
replied that it was most important that troops 
should be sent to Ireland. He feared internal 
disorder. 

The Chairman—That was on March 23rd ; 
but did you mention then your fear of internal 
disorder as the reason for the troops being 
sent? No; but a week later I urged the de- 
sirability of troops on that ground. On March 

rd Mr. Birrell had a private conversation 
with Lord French before the conference. Mr. 
Birrell always advocated the presence of more 
troops in Dublin. Several times in my year 
of dine he expressed his anxiety for a display 
of power in the capital. 


FEAR OF INTERNAL DISORDER. 

In connection with the fear of internal dis- | 
order, he (witness) wrote to Sir Matthew 
Nathan on April 4th, informing him that he 
was going to press for a division of troops on 
the ground that this division would be a 
powerful deterrent. Up to the end of 1915 
the Sinn Fein movement was practically 
negligible as a force, but early in the year 
reports of the Royal Irish Constabulary began 
to disquiet him. These he had only seen in 
a as Cn summary. They told of movementa 
which gave him serious misgivings. Of the 
intelligence of the Royal Irish Constabulary he 
could not speak in too high terms. 

NIGHT MARCHES AND INTIMIDATION. 

At the close of the year the Sinn Feiners 
only numbered 1,800 in the provinces and 800 
in Dublin; but later he heard rumours of 
night marches and intimidation, of which he 
could get no official information. He had no 

rounds at the beginning of March for appre 

fending grave developments, but the state of 
affairs was unsatisfactory, especially in view 
of the ignorance of the movement and the 
difficulty in obtaining conviction by juries. 
These facts convinced him that the proper 
policy was to intern or deport the leaders who 
were under suspicion. In March Lord Midle- 
ton called on him in Dublin and expressed 
his uneasiness, but had nothing tangible to 
report. He undertook to support any amend- 
ment of the Defence of the Realm Act which 
might be found necessary. In March Lord 
Wimborne said he had had a conversation 
with the Chief Secretary in London, and ex- 
pressed his inclination in favour of interning 
rather than deporting the suspects. The 
next day there was a conference in the House 
of Commons, when the Chief Secretary was 
present. He then again advocated a policy 
of internment. The reason for this was that 
two men who had been convicted had refused 
to comply with the order of deportation, and 
had been sentenced in consequence to impri- 
sonment. 

In answer to a question, witness said that 
there was an obscurity about the order of 
deportation. If the suspect, left Ireland there 
appeared to be no control over him when he 
left the country. When Sir Edward Carson 
was Attorney-General he advised thé Chief 
Secretary to exclude men from the military 
area, and that deportation was rather an ex- 
treme interpretation of the Act. 


LETTER TO THE UNDER-SECRETARY. 

On March 15th he (Lord Wimborne) wrote 
to the Under-Secretary informing him that he 
had had a conversation with the Chief Secre- 
tary on the previous day, and he thought it 
was best to wait till after St. Patrick’s Day 
before proceeding with any internment. One 
of the men previously deported had 
peared in the rebellion, showin i 
not very effective. The Sinn Fein parade on 
March 17th was poorly attended. Sir 
Matthew Nathan, who reported an

He eventually signed the 
warrant for the arrest and other operations, 
and took full responsibility. He wanted to 
have at least 100 arrested on Saturday night 
or Sunday. He was about to communicate 
with the Chief Secretary and the Prime Mins- 
ter deploring the delay, when the news 
reached him of the outbreak which he had 
feared. He immediately asked for a strong 
military reinforcement, and ur & pro- 
clamation ef martial law. e took the 
strongest measures consistent with his powers 
and resources to quell the outbreak. __ 

THE LORD LIEUTENANT’S POWERS. 

The Chairman asked what powers the Lord 
Lieutenant posse over the military move- 
ments. Could he himself give orders which 
the military must obey? 

Lord Wimborne—I don’t think so. It is 
“a curious position. The name of the Lord 
Lieutenant appears in the Army List in the 
Irish Command, but with no rank of any 
kind connected with it, and no uniform.” 

The Chairman—You have a commission as 
Lord Lieutenant? 

Witness— Yes. 

The Chairman—In that commission is it 
stated, as in the case of the commission of 
the Viceroy of India, that he, with his Coun- 
cil, is in control of the military forces. 

The Witness—I shall have to inquire into 
that matter. 

The Chairman—It is a vital question—If in 
your position you have control of troops. 

The Witness—I am described as Lord Lieu- 
pecs Genel and General Governor of Ire- 
and. 

Sir Mackenzie Chalmers—I . expect your 
powers are not defined. 

THE ABSURDITY OF THE LORD 
LIEUTENANT’S POSITION. 

The Chairman—You have pointed out the 
effect on your position—the absurdity of the 
Lord Lieutenant having to rely on the Press 
and the divergence between yourself and the 
Under Secretary. Did you ever point this 
out to Mr. Asquith or any influential person 
in the Government? 

Lord Wimborne—The Chief Secretary was 
aware of the situation. 

The Chairman—You never took any steps 
yourself to have it rectified, were it possible 
to do so? I am of opinion that whoever re- 
presented the Irish Government in the Cabt- 
net is the head of the Irish Government in 
practice. In this case I was the youngest 
of the three Ministers in age, and in tenure 
of office. 

The Chairman—You have already stated 
that in your opinion the troops were insuffi- 
cient, but did they co-operate with the civil 
authorities thoroughly in Dublin? Oh, yes. 

Although you brought your own anxieties 
before the Chief Secretary, did you bring 
Eo before anyone else in the Government? 

es. 

“EVERY ONE SEEMS TO BE AWAY.” 

Lord Wimborne went on to say that when 
the trouble began General Friend wae not in 
Ireland. He left for England on short leave 
on the Thursday.

AN EXTRAORDINARY CIRCUMSTANCE. 

The Chairman—I was much struck by the 
statement you made just now to the effect 
that when the Admiralty obtained the infor- 
mation respecting the German ship accom- 
panied by two German submarines due to 
arrive on the 21st, it was communicated to 
the Admiral at Queenstown, but not direct 
to the Irish Government. 

Lord Wimborne—It was not; so far as J 
know. 

The Chairman—Is it not a very extra- 
ordinary fact that the Admiral at Queens- 
town should have communicated this infor- 
mation in conversation with General Stafford, 
and the Irish Government should not have 
received that information at all? 

Lord Wimborne—I think it is very extra- 
ordinary. 

The Chairman—Is that another lack of co- 
ordination ? 

Lord Wimborne—The information certainly 
did not convey so much to me as it would 
have done had it come direct. 


WHY THE RAID WAS DELAYED. 

The Chairman said he did not understand 
why, after the conversation witness had on 
Sunday evening, when it appeared that the 
Under Secretary was in favour of raiding 
liberty Hall and two other Sinn Fein 
arsenals, this did not come off. 

The witness replied that the military did 
not think that there was time to do this 
successfully, as it would take three or four 
hours to get the guns up. 

THE CASTLE GUARDS. 

The Chairman—When you urged that the 
Castle guards should be strengthened, did the 
Under Secretary give any reason for 
demurring? No. 

Surely that was the most obvious measure 
to take?

There had been firing in Ireland at some 

laces in March, but there were no arrests?

It was difficult, but, at the same time I think 
the police ought to have taken notice of it. 
It was a Sinn Fein demonstration to protest 
against our deportation order. 

Then how came it be held at the Mansion 
House? 

Lord Wimborne replied that he understood 
that the Bord Mayor was away at the time, 
and it was his deputy who was responsible. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—Up to the end of 
1915 you did not think the Sinn Fein move- 
ment was dangerous? Yes. 

Early in 1915 you thought it was getting 
dangerous? I thought it was getting unsatis- 
factory, but I did not apprehend a rebellion. 

You saw the military authorities in Eng- 
land about recruiting, and at those interviews 
you did not say you thought it was dan- 
gerous? No. 

When did you think an outbreak likely’? I 
do not think I ever anticipated a rebellion. 
It seemed too incredible, and it is still so, 
unless they were counting on foreign assist- 
ance. That is the reason why I telegraphed 
to the Admiralty at once to watch for German 
transports. ' 

EVERYBODY CARRIED ARMS. 

In reply to a further question, Lord 
Wimborne said that 'everybody carried arms 
in Ireland. : ' 

Mr. Justice Shearman—Did it, not occur to 
you that if you could not stop the carrying 
of arms you could have stopped the route 
marches? 

Lord Wimborne—I do not ree. You 
could not have done that without bringing the 
police into conflict with the Volunteers. 

Mr. Justice Shearman—You thought that the 
danger was so serious that you did not stop 
the route marches? It would have been ex- 
tremely foolish to provoke a meeting, and it 
could not have been done without dealing 
with all the Volunteers. You would have 
wanted 100,000 men to enforce it. 

THE CAUSE OF INACTION, 

The President—I suppose this general in- 
action was largely due to the policy of 
non-intervention, which was the acknowledged 
policy of the Government at the time! 

Lord Wimborne—No; it was due to “the 
difficulty of doing anything effective without 
provoking a collision, when, in the first place, 


secondly, because we were anxious to avoid a 
collision, in view of the major consideration 
of the war. 

The President—There must have come a 
time when you would have to interfere. Do 
ou think there would have been more or less 

oodshed than actually did follow if you had 
acted earlier? | 

Lord Wimborne—That is problematical.
